ino fuch Manure into and through the farae from the neareft or mcft con- 
veuieut public high Road or Canals, and for the carrying out the future pro- 
ducc of the Bog Land when cultivated to the neareft or moft public Roads 
or Canals ; together with the opinion of the faid Commiffiouers of fuch mea- 
fures as they°fnall deem neceffary or expedient for carrying into fpeedy 
eftefl the Drainage, Cultivation, and Improvement of all ftich Bogs, and 
the future increafe of Timber in Ireland, hj providing for the plantation 
and prelervation of Trees in fuch parts tlieieoi as ftrall be beft fitLcd for 
the purpoi'e. 

Apnrni- And be It further Enaaed, That in cafe of any vacancy or vacancies by 
nieiii of now (]eatli or refivnation of any otic or more of the Commifiioners herein named, 
Cormiuiton- appointed by virtue of this Aa during the continuance thereof, it 

flaall and may be lawful to and for the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being to nominate and 
appoint fuch perfon or perfons as he or they may think proper to iupply 
fuch vacancy or vacancies ; and eyery perfon fb nominated and appointed 
fhall be fubjea to the fame rules, regulations and reftriaions, and fliall 
have' the like powei'S and authorities for carrying this Aa into execution 
to all intents and purpofes whatfoever as if he had been named in 
this Aa. 

NoSakr, And be it farther Enaaed, That all and every perfon and perfons wIm 
to (lorn- aflas a Commiffioner or Commiffiouers under this Aa, ftiallfoaa 

n,iino,iers. Salary, Recompence or Reward whatever. 

Oath of Anoj be it further Enaaed, That every Commiffioner herein nominated 

ComouiCott- appointed by virtue of this Aa, ffiall before he begins to carry 

' the fame into execution, take an Oath before any h'lagiftrate or before 
l-iime other of the faicl Commiffioners for the tune being (which Oath any 
■one fuch Commiffioner, having firft taken the la.cl Oath himlelf, is hereby 
authorized and required to adminfter); and fuch Oath fhall be m the

appoint in that behalf. 

5 And be it further Enabled, That for the execution of the purpofes of Commitnon- 
this A61, it ffiall and may be lawful for the faid Commiffioners or any 
one of tlicm,' or any perfon or perfons aiding under them or employed 
by them, and they are hereby refpedlively authorized and empowered from powered to 
time to time to enter into and upon all and every or any fuch Bogs, and to 
furvey the lame and to afeertain the Boundaries thereof, and the Nature and vey and af- 
Strata, Soil and Compofition thereof, and alfo to bore, dig, cut, trench, 
get, remove, take and carry away any Earth, Stone, Clay, Soil, Rubbiffi, fheSoii, &c. 
Trees, Roots of Trees, Gravel or Sand, or other matters and things 
which may he dug or got in, upon or out of Inch Bogs, as may be deemed 
requilite, necelTary or proper for the afcertaining the Nature, Strata, Soil 
and Compofition of fuch Bogs; and alfo to enter upon any Lands ' or 
Grounds through which the laid Commiffioners, or any Surveyor, Engi- 
neer or Workman employed under them, ffiall conceive it to be expedient 
to carry a Drain for the purpofes intended- by this Acl, and with that view to 
examine, by boring or othenvife, the Soil and the under Strata of the Soil 
therein, fo as to enable them to afeertain the Nature, Strata, Soil and 
Compofition of fuch Land, and thereby afeertain the expedience and^eiTi- 

^ mate the expence of canydiig the courfe of the Drain through the lame; 
they the faid Commiffioners, their leveral Engineers, Surveyors, Agents, 

Deputies, Officers and Workmen doing as little damage as may be in the 
•execution of the feveral powers to them hereby granted-, and making Satis- 
faffion to the Owners of and other perfons interefled in any fuch Lands and 
Grounds which ffiall be prejudiced, for all Damages to be by them iul- 
tained' in or by the execution of all or any of the powers of tiiis Add, in 
■cafe the fame ffiall be demanded, in the lame manner and under luch 
refendlions as the Overfeers of Inland Navigation or public Roads in Ire- 
land are authorized and diredled by feveral Adts in force in Ireland to make 
Com-penfation ; and this Adi ffiall be fufficient to indemnify the faia Com- 
miffioners and' their Engineers, Surveyors, Agents, Officers and Work- 
men, and' all other perfons whomfoever, for what they or any of them 
ffiall do in refpedl thereof by virtue of the powers by this granted to 
them refpedlively. 

And- be- it further Enabled, That it ffiall he lawful for the Xrullees of Comn-iifiion- 
ffie Linen and Hempen Manufadlures in Ireland, and for the Dulilin So- 

J cietv, to permit the laid Commiffioners to meet and lit in any of the Build- ijje 
ffigs or Apartments appropriated to their ufe, if tffiey ffiall think proper ; 
aiiy'Bye Law or Regulation to the contrary notwithftanding. or Dublin

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And be it further Enaded, That the fiiid Commiffioiiers fliall „ 
much expedition as they can,. and from time to time at their dlfcreti * 
and as often as they (hall be thei-euiito required, give and deliver an /” 
count and Report of their Proceedings in writing under the hands a'nd 
leals of them or any three of them to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chi -r 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, to be laid before His Majefty, and alio 
to both iloufes of Parliament; in which Account and Re[»rt' the fa'H 
Commiliioiiers fliall Ijiecify, fet forth and give Defcriptions and Mans or 
the Nature, Extent, Situation, Soil and under Stratum of each Bov h 
Ireland on which they Ihali report, as fai' as they can afeertain the feme 
together with a^ Map of the courfe of the Drains propofed for drainiiiv’ 
the linne, tiic Falls .therein, and Eftimates of the Expence of executinv 
luch Drains, and^ the Names of the imrties who are Proprietors of or i,i“ 
terefted in or entitled to, or who claim any right or iiitereft iu any fuch 
Logs or any part thereof and to what extent, as far as they fcall have rea- 
loiiable gromids of knowledge thereof, adding at the lame time fuch 
onlcrvations as lhall occur to the laid Commiffiouers ; and fuch Plans for 

the mciolmg,. improving or reclaiming Rich Bogs, and rendering the lame 

fit for Cultivation, as may appear to the laid Commiffiouers to%e proper 
to be adopted, Ipecifying to what jjurpofe of Cultivation aii and every or 
any of the faid Bogs may in. their opinion belt be applied, with a due 
regard to the planting and prefervation of Timber Trees thereon, and 
luggclting alfo any Legiflative or other Mealhres which the laid Com- 
miffioners may deem expedient or neceffary to be adopted forcarryiiiv into 
ipeedy effeff the Drainage or Cultivation of Rich Bogs, in order that the 
laid Bogs, or fuch of them as may be found fit and capable of being drained, 
imju-oved and cultivated, may be brought into Cultivation in the manner 
inoft beneficial and advantageous to the Public, as well as in rdpeif to pro- 
duce of Grain, and growth of Flax and Hemp, as bv the plantation of 
1 imbei: Trees thereon, as expediticufly and efficaciouQy as poffible.

-Lojd Hign I reaiurer of Ireland for the time being, and thev are hereby 
auLnorjzed^aiK[ required to iffue and caiife to be ilfaed upon the Warrant 
or ari^nta o. the Loid Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Gover- 
nois Of rciand for the tune being, all fuch furas of Money not excced-r 
Pounds in the whole, to the Commiffioners under this 
ACi, out of any part of the Public Monies remaining in His Majefty ’s E.x- 
Ci equer of Ireland; which turns to iffiied ftiail be emoloved by the laid 
Commiffioners for the payment of Surveyors, Engineer, Workmen, 
Llerks, Meilengers and other Officers, and m defraying all the neceffary , 
charges m or about the execution of the powers of this Aft, in fuch 
manner and m fuch jiroportious as thall be appointed by the faid Cora- 
miffione.rs under this Aft, or any or more of them, by writing under' 

that lyaiids and feals in that behalf, and that Rich films fliall be 'ac-
